This incident has given 
rise to much discussio n in the Italian 
military press, who co nsider that

“ Late Afterno o n.” Its price, $9,uu9, 
and tlie dignified drapery which in­ 
clo ses it, are significant indicatio ns 
o f tlie high esteem in which the 
painting is held; but to Hie eye o f 
the artist and the keen o bserver o f 
nature, the marvelo us wo rk to lls its 
o wni po etic tale. 
The artist, Dupre, has been dead 
but a few years, no t mo re than 15; 
ill his time he was Immensely appre­ 
ciated, and his genius reco gnized 
and rewarded. 
As a bo y he studied 
design in the po rcelain manufacto ry 
o f his father. 
In Eio salo n o f 1831 
he exhibited five landscapes, and 
wms a regular co ntributo r until late 
in life. 
It is interesting just hero 
to fo llo w the co mmercial rise in 
valuatio n o f his paintings. 
In 1831 
be was co ntent wdth 50f. fo r his 
mo dera to sizterl canvases. 
Ten yo ars 
later his prices had augmented fo ur 
times, and so o n his values increas­ 
ing. 
In 1801, at the AVerthcimer 
sale, “Tlie Sluice” bro ught 7, lOOf. 
A t the Strasburg sale, Paris, 
in 
1874, 
“The 
Fisherman” so ld 
fo r 
£ 520. 
Tlie next year, at the Wilso n 
sale in Paris, 
his 
“Enviro ns o f 
So uthampto n” so ld fo r £ 1,680. 
In 
1876, at the Jo hn Taylo r Jo hnsto n 
sale in New Yo rk, a little canvas, 
13x10, bro ught $1,500. 
In 1830, his 
Vv’o rks o f fair size had go ne up to 
86,000, while his large 
canvases 
event very much higher. 
Dupre’s 
wo rks since his death have bro ught 
eno rmo us prices, even as high as 
$45,000 fo r a single canvas. 
A t the very o utset o f this artist’s 
career he became a favo rite; “his 
farms, his co ttages, his o ld o aks o n 
the bo rders o f po o ls, with co ws 
ruminating abo ut, his iilentiful pas­ 
tures, where ho rses run with flo w­ 
ing manes, his mills, which pro file 
their silho uettes 011 a sto rmy sky, 
have a simple and truthful side 
whicli captivate all the wo rld.” 
His 
success o nly develo ped his activity; 
he was always at wo rk, and ga\m 
liim.self up to incessant pro ductio n, 
alt ho ugh ho appeared but little at 
expo sitio ns a do zen yo ars befo re his 
demise. 
As 
Menard has 
said: 
“ Dupre, vdth Ro usseau, will remain 
inco ntestibly as the two grandest 
co lo rists ill landscape which the co n­ 
tempo raneo us scho o l has pro duced.” 
Dupre’s 
fo regro unds are 
usually 
dark, his ho rizo ns illuminated with 
sunset hues. 
His shado ws, full o f

through his nose; one vertically into 
the left cheek, emerging at the jaw; 
one vertically through the center of 
the lips; one through the lobe of 
each ear and into the flesh at the 
back of the neck,

throat. 
“ He was the fearsomest sight I 
ever saw, " said Policeman Dineea, 
later.

— The lit­ 
tle town of West Hazleton is greatly 
exercised over the discovery of a 
hermit near there, 
who has been 
making his abode in che swamp for 
years. 
He was arrested by Officer 
Chas. Winters, 
charged with steal­ 
ing chickens. When taken to Squire 
Jones' office for a hearing he was 
identified by Officer Brill as Jacob 
Fulda, 
who he had taken to the 
Laurytown asylum three years ago, 
and who escaped from that institu­ 
tion shortly after. 
The circumstances leading to ihe 
arrest are no less peculiar than his 
manner of living. 
For more than 
a year hunters who have visited the 
district of Gravelun met a strange 
man in the woods, but no one ever 
knew how or where he lived, ex­ 
cept that it was in the swamp. 
This 
is a thickly covered jangle and im­ 
penetrable. 
During the past year the people 
of West Hazleton have been com- 
p’aining of missing chickens almost 
nightly.

Within the hut 
he found a 
dirty, shriveled man, 
crouching in the corner.

were carcasses of 
geese, turkeys and poultry of every 
kind. 
The 
hermit 
admitted 
that 
he 
found the poultry in the neighbor­ 
hood, but when taken to the squire's 
office refused to speak at all. 
He 
seems to have had an uncontrollable 
desire for killing chickens and dec­ 
orating his abode in the swamp with 
their feathers. 
He was held for in­ 
vestigation.
